Kinley, first, last and all the time. 
During bis absence from the city the 
secretary has been kept fully informed 
of all dispatches which have been re­ 
ceived from General Otis regarding the 
Mi tuttiou in the Philippines.

not prepared to say anything last, night 
for publication respecting what, if auy,

Washington, Jane 28.—The ogrlcal 
rn ml depart ment has is# tied a bulletin 
treating af the probable rn cocos of th* 
efforts cf the department to establish the 
Smyrna fig industry In California. 
It 
appear* that the fruiting of the Smyrna 
fig ii dependent upon the introduction 
from Month Europe and the establish­ 
ment in California of a little insect 
which fertilize* the fig. 
Experimental introductions of the in­ 
sect were thereupon begun, and some of 
them brought over in I‘•1*6 have *oe- 
oeeded rn penetrating the closed flowers 
of the caprid figs growing at Fresno, 
making the first step cf the experimental 
work a success. 
The bulletin added: 
- “Since the insect has maintained it­ 
self far an entire year there is reason to 
suppose that it will contin tie to breed 
and that California in the near future 
will be able to place a fig upon the mar­ 
ket which will possess the same superior 
flavor as that which he - given the im­ 
ported Smyrna figs tueir pre-eminent 
commercial rank.”

Chi cage, June 20,—Secretary Easley 
of the Civic federation of Chicago, un­ 
der who*e auspices a conference will be 
held in Chicago, Sept. 13-18, to consider 
trusts and combinations and legislation 
for their control, has received hundreds 
of letters from prominent men all over 
the country accepting invitations to be 
present at the meeting. 
Among those 
who havo signified their intention of at­ 
tending the conference in person or who 
will be represented are: Governors Pin­ 
gree of Michigan, Roosevelt of New 
York, Stanley of Kansas, Sayers of 
Texas, Mount of Indiana, Puncher of 
Neath Dakota, Thomas of Colorado, 
Tanner of illinois, McLaurin of Missis­ 
sippi, McMillan of Tennessee, Pointer 
of Nebraska and Lee of South Dakota. 
In acknowledging the receipt of an 
invitation to attend, ex-Secretary of 
Agriculture J. Sterling Mortou of Ne­ 
braska, says: 
“Trusts which are over capitalized 
are born of the machinations of shallow 
and impractical men. 
I hey will fail 
and no one be harmed except those 
whose credulity led them to invest in 
their securities. 
“There is much misapprehension as 
to incorporated capital in the United 
States. Oratorical vagaries have en 
deavor d to make common people be 
lieve that incorporations are not subject 
to economic laws of competition and 
that tile relation of supply to demand is 
not the wile regulator of of values. The 
fact, however, remaius that money in 
vested in manufactories or in railroads 
belonging to 
iucor; orations 
is 
no 
stronger, no latter and no more exempt 
from the nitration of commercial laws 
than the mom-y which is owned by in 
dividual*. There need be, in my jadg 
menu no approhensioo a* ta the trusts 
crushing ontoill competition. 
With the 
exception of the oil trust and the sugar 
trust, failure among trusts has been uni­ 
versal. The whisky trust, the tobacoo 
trust aud all the other trusts of auy im­ 
portance up to date, except those that 
have ts^-u formed very recently, have 
been complete failures. 
These failures 
have corno, first, I rom overcapitaliza­ 
tion, and, second, from mismanagement. 
Intelligent competition can enter the 
field against any trust on earth except 
one which has a natural monopoly (by 
this I mean one which, like the Stand­ 
ard Oil company, owns the only chi pro 
dacmg lands in the country; and suc­ 
cessfully put its products upou 
the 
market with the sympathy of the con­ 
sumer all on its side. 
By this I mean 
that outside of the trusts copartnership 
and stock companies may be formed 
with capital, energy and ability to suc­ 
cessfully take the market against any 
aud all trusts’ products, except those 
which are the result of a 
natural 
monopoly. 
“ What can be accomplished by legis­ 
lation or regulatory laws, I cannot see 
nor do I look to such enactments for a 
remedy tor evils that may grow out of 
trusts. 
Of Cvrarse, it is fashionable, it 
is epidemic, to denounce all large ag­ 
gregations of capital as ‘trusts.’ This 
mania will at last exhaust itself aud the 
country will find mat those who have 
been damaged by trusts were those who 
bought their securities for more than 
they were worth.” 
Dr. Lyman Abbott of Now York says: 
“I think what we most need on the sub­ 
ject of industrial, commercial, labor and 
trail spurt** Dun combinations is just what 
your teller indicated tins meeting will 
endeavor o secure: Light, not heat. 
What we need to ami tost aud aud what 
only ex!<erarnee can teach us, is the re­ 
lation between competition and combi­ 
nation, the one the centrifugal, the 
other the centripetal toree of society. 
He who believes only in combination 
will logically be led to socialism; he who 
believes only in competition will logical­ 
ly be led to nihilism. Neither of these 
results eau possibly furnish the solution 
of the problems which now confront us. 
We must loam how to secure the ad­ 
vantages of combination without de­ 
stroying the individual; to maintaiu 
brotherhood in practical forms without 
sinking, obscuring or belittling person­ 
ality.” 


PECULIAR MISSION 


O f rn F ren ch t m ise r f 'aune* Hpecula­ 
tion at Brent. 
Brest, France, June 20.—Tho French 
first class cruiser Tag© pot to sea last 
evening, the official explanation being 
that she has gone to experiment with 
carrier pigeons. 
She is, however, a 
much larger cruiser than the Bf ax, 
which is bringing Captain Dreyfu*, and 
the dispatch of such a big vessel with 
carrier pigeons is quite unprecedented. 
Usually a torpodoboat is sent, and the 
opinion, therefore, gains ground that 
the Togo ha* gone to meet the Sfax and 
to take Captain Dreyfus on board. The 
pigeons eau b« used to announce the 
transfer, and tho Togo might proceed to 
another port to land the prisoner. 
As against this theory and as an indi­ 
cation that the landing of Dreyfus will 
be effected here, there is the fact that a 
large number of gendarmes from the 
country around Brest are arriving or 
expected to arrive tonight.

Those worms, called the 
S'dara, gather during July and August 
In large numbers preparatory to mi* 
giating in search of food or for change 
of condition.

50 feet aud several 
inches in thickness.
